Empire : The Second was, to 
order the diſtribution'of Ammu- 
nition neceſfary for the Army in. 
. fucha manner, that whenit was 
provided of one fort, it ſhould 
certainly want another : When 
it had Cannon, it wanted Carrt- 
ages ; and when it had both theſe, 
it ſhould have neither Powder 
nor Bullet : And to give thoſe | 
of the Council their due, their 
deſigns took efte& to admiration, 
for the whole ſtory of that Cam- 
paigne is (in ſhort) no more but a, 
miſunderſtanding between theſe 
Princes, and want of Ammuni- 
tion. But this was not enough, 
for the malice of thefe Emiſlaries, 
they . p oceeded. further to hire 
one under the name of De/a ox:
